M any of the vital provisions of the 
Mellon proposal already had been re­ 
pudiated by th e senate, Senator Mc­ 
L ean said, and he added th a t in the 
face of the dem ocratic 
conference 
approval of the Sim m ons plan “it is 
a sheer w aste of tim e to bo arguing 
the norm al and surtax rate 
reduc­ 
tions." 
Senator Simmons, assailed as “ un­ 
fair and discrim inatory" the Mellon 
rates, providing for a reduction in 
the m axim um surtax rate from OO to 
25 per cen t and reinserted in the 
bill by finance com mittee 
republi­ 
can s in place of tho Longworth com ­ 
prom ise adopted by tho house. 
Less than a score of senators were 
en th e floor during the debate and 
upon conclusion of the two speeches 
discussion centered on other topics. 
S en ato r M cLean called attention to 
th e fact th a t for some time only six 
m e m b e rs w ere present “and only 5 
p a rt of time." 
C h airm an Smoot of 
the 
finance 
com m ittee, in charge of the bill, r e ­ 
iterated today he would seek night 
sessions next week. 
T here were no 
indications of when a vote would be 
possible on th e income tax schedule, 
th e h e a rt of the bill, although some 
leaders predicted it would be pos­ 
sible by Monday.

It calls for a reduction in

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Exercis­ 
ing the veto power for the first 
time, President Coolidge returned to 
the senate today without his ap­ 
proval the Bursum-Fuller omnibus

would entail an “ unwarranted ex­ 
penditure of the money of the tax 
payers,” at a time when “the bur­ 
den on the taxpayers must not be 
increased, it must be decreased.” 
“ The 
desire 
to 
do 
justice 
to 
pensioners, however, 
great 
their 
merit, must be attended by some 
solicitude to do justice to taxpay­ 
ers,” the execution said in his mes­ 
sage. 
“The advantage of a class 
cannot be greater than the welfare 
of the nation.” 
T he president’s message reached 
the senate soon after it convened 
but was not taken up until late in 
the day.

T he veto given the measure today 
was in effect the second the execu­ 
tive disapproved the bill.

what similar measure was passed 
by the last congress and vetoed by

maimed world w ar veterans would 
receive additional compensation.

Young, negro, 
in the

here on the night of October in, 1022, 
should pay the extrem e penalty for 
the 
crime, 
according 
to 
reports. 
T hursday night, the eve of the han g ­ 
ing. the governor retired, it is said, 
with no thought of saving the negro. 
His daughter 
Carolyn, 
however, 
who attends school her, was affect- 
I he 
ed, along with her little playmates, 
by the im pending execution. 
To her, 
It presented a problem, it is assert­ 
ed, which 
promised 
to become a 
tragedy. 
She had heard th a t Lee was friend­ 
less and th a t no one had interceded 
in his behalf and thought, it is said, 
t h a t Lee, an inm ate 
of 
the 
state 
prison, was probably behind the bars 
because of the fact th a t he had been 
friendless, with no one to guide him. 
So she decided to appeal, not to the 
governor of 
Missouri, 
but to "her 
daddy.” 
Dawn of the day of execution came 
a nd little Carolyn awoke early and 
w e n t to b e r father, tears in h er eyes. 
T h e governor is said to have express­ 
ed surprise to find her so concerned

A t a receut meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the Mlssouri-Kansas- 
Tcxas Railroad Employes* Hospital, 
Association, of which 
Dr. 
E. 
F. j 
Yancey of this city is medical di ­ 
rector. the question of the treatment! 
of tubercular * members of the as­ 
sociation was presented for consid ; 
elation. 
It was the concensus 
of opinion t 
that some provision should be made t 
lo take care of these cases, and in 
order to meet the additional expense 
it was decided to increase the pres- j 
ent 
monthly 
assessment 
against 
each member ten cents. The amount

But there are other ways to co­ 
operate.

selfish view, a community cannot. 
But though the individual may suc­ 
ceed and still be narrow and selfish 
his success does not depend upon the 
selfishness of his own life but rather 
upon the liberality and unselfishness 
of other people. 
So in reality there­ 
fore. the selfish man does not suc­ 
ceed because Le is selfish, but be­ 
cause he lives in the midst of people 
who are inclined to be more gener­ 
ous than he himself is. 
And so it pays us all to cooperate. 
To be generous in other things aside 
from money aud to pull together all 
for a better community. 
We want 
Sedalia to be attractive to other peo­ 
ple. 
We want it to be attractive to 
our children—the future generation. 
AVe want them to 
take 
the 
same 
pride in it and love it as “Home.” Bo 
lets see if we can’t find the way to 
cooperate with 
that 
end in view. 
Lets begin by buying from our local 
concerns. 
Then lets watch the re­ 
sult.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Redraft­ 
ing of the postal salaries bill

by the House 
Post Office Committee and the revis­ 
ed measure was unanimously report­ 
ed to the House. An effort will De 
made to obtain 
early House action. 
The 
committeemen 
accepted 
a 
time 
differential 
amendment pro­ 
posed by 
Representative Kelly, re­ 
publican, Pennsylvania, which would 
give postal workers on duty between 
6 p. rn. and 6 a. rn. the same pay 
credit for fifty minutes’ work as is 
accorded day workers for an hour, j 
It was estimated that 70 per cent 
of the clerical force and most of the 
railroad mail clerks would be bene­ 
fited. 
Another change in the bill would 
provide six classifications of railway 
mail clerks, instead of seven, as pro­ 
posed in the bill, the maximum sal­ 
ary which would go to 
clerks in 
charge being $2700—an increase of 
$400 over the present scale.
